’offered to put their wires underground 
through the business portion of the 
city, so that the streets would not be 
disfigured 
by additional 
poles.

please bear in mind, but sim ply for an 
opportunity to do business on tin ir 
merits.

was in brief that they would furnish the

with four phones free of 
charge,

per month for residences.
